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Vote on Cafe Liquor License 


Raises a Spirited Discussion 


A lively exchange of opinions 
dominated the Greenbelt City 
Council meeting on Monday, 
September 9 as councilmembers 
debated supporting the New Deal 
Café’s application for a liquor li- 
cense. 

Mayor Judith Davis and 
Councilmember Thomas White 
both submitted resignations from 
membership in the New Deal Café 
to avoid a conflict of interest re- 
garding action on the application 
by the New Deal Café’s board of 
directors for a license to sell 
beer and wine. Councilmembers 
Edward Putens and Rodney Rob- 
erts are not Café members. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
had a resignation on hand but 
said he would only submit it if 
council decided to take a stand 
on the issue one way or another. 
He said he really wanted to re- 
main a Café member. City Solici- 
tor Robert Manzi had advised 
councilmembers they could not 
ethically participate in any action 
which might yield them or their 
family members financial gain. 

New Deal Café President Ray 
Stevens explained that the Café’s 
non-profit status precluded mem- 
bers from sharing any profits, but 
White was concerned that if the

co-op ever were dissolved, mem- 
bers might reap some rebate or 
share of the assets. Davis ex- 
plained that she was only resign- 
ing her membership to avoid le- 
gal action from a possible conflict 
of interest. She intended to con- 
tinue supporting the New Deal 
Café in other ways, she said. 

Terri Rutledge, general man- 
ager of the Café, appeared before 
council with Stevens to address 
areas of concern raised by 
councilmembers at their meeting 
on August 12. Rutledge ex- 
plained that approval of the appli- 
cation requires someone from the 
Café to take alcohol awareness 
training. Her goal, she said, is to 
have all staff eligible to serve al- 
cohol so there would always be a 
trained staff member among work- 
ing servers. Davis suggested 
that the staff also be trained in 
methods of detecting fake identi- 
fication cards. 

The license would permit the 
Café to sell alcohol from 6 a.m. to 
2 a.m., and while Rutledge said 
she was inclined to wait until 11 
a.m. to begin alcohol sales, the 
advice received from a business 
perspective was not to restrict 
the hours of sale. She assured 
council that the Café’s board of 


directors intends to run the Café 
in a way that would be an asset 
to the community. 

Petition 

She informed council that the 
Café had obtained almost 250 sig- 
natures from paying customers 
on a petition, showing commu- 
nity support for the license. 
Stevens added that the signa- 
tures had been obtained in less 
than two weeks’ time with mini- 
mal effort on the part of the Café 
staff. 

Roberts commented that with 
that many customers, the Café 
should be viable without the sale 
of alcohol. He felt a conflict of 
interest exists whether council- 
members resign their member- 
ships or not and that the correct 
action for council to take there- 
fore would be to take no formal 
position on the Café’s license re- 
quest. Roberts said he had feed- 
back from citizens commending 
him for his stand against the sale 
of alcohol at the Café, and al- 
though he said it represented a 
compromise for him to do so, he 
made a motion for “no position.” 

Putens provided a second to 
the motion just ahead of Davis,

Diesel or Natural Gas Splits 


Council on Truck Purchase 


The Greenbelt City Council 
engaged in animated debates at 
its meeting Monday, September 9 
over the type of new trucks the 
city should purchase for Public 
Works and how to spend a sur- 
plus from last year’s budget. On 
other topics, such as expansion 
of the recycling awards, and pro- 
claiming Peace Month, council 
was more in accord. 

Public Works Trucks 

Ken Hall, director of Public 
Works, appeared before the coun- 
cil to review a proposal to use 
budgeted funds for the purchase 
of three pickup trucks with diesel 
engines that use biodiesel fuel. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
said he had work experience with 
this specific engine and found it 
unreliable after the manufacturer 
added turbo properties to it. He 
said he would not support the 
purchase of diesel engines, espe- 
cially not this type, because he 
considered it a poor-quality en- 
gine for the city to buy no mat- 
ter what it runs on. He also had 
concerns about their effect on air 
quality and hoped the city would 
invest in vehicles that use natu- 
ral gas. 

Hall said that diesel was cho- 
sen because of the limited avail- 
ability of natural gas locally and 
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because it would take too long to 
refuel the trucks at the city’s 
pump in a snow emergency. He 
said the slowness of the city’s 
pump could keep a truck out of 
service all night. He rejected 
Roberts’ suggestion to refuel the 
trucks at a 24-hour “fast-fill” 
natural gas station on Route 1, 
saying it would take 30 to 60 
minutes or more for a truck to go 
there, fill up and return to the 
city for plowing under normal 
conditions and even longer dur- 
ing a snowstorm. 

Roberts suggested state legis- 
lation was needed to enable mu- 
nicipalities to obtain fast-fill natu- 
ral gas stations and Mayor 
Judith Davis asked that the idea 
be added to the agenda for the 
next legislative dinner. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
said he was bothered that the 
city was basing its decision to go 
with diesel engines on a limited, 
worse-case scenario, causing 
needless pollution the rest of the 
year. He asked if staff could find 
a way for a storm to be handled 
adequately in some other way. 
Given the polluting effects of die- 
sel fuel, Turnbull was not im- 
pressed with Hall’s position that 
biodiesel is cleaner, implying that 
it does not take much to be 


cleaner than diesel. 

Hall said the city currently 
uses a 20-percent biodiesel fuel 
and could go to a 50-percent mix 
if he learns there would be no 
adverse effects on older trucks in 
the city’s fleet. Some older 
trucks cannot use a higher mix of 
biodiesel fuel, he explained. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
said that the city streets need to 
be clean and safe if it snows and 
that the current choice was the 
best one for this coming winter. 
A motion to approve the pur- 
chase of the diesel-engine trucks 
on the proposed bid passed 3 to 
2, with Turnbull and Roberts 
voting “no.” 

Budget Surplus 

Another contentious subject 
before the council that night was 
a request from staff to use 
$31,000 in unexpended funds from 
FY 2002 to purchase items that 
were not approved in the budget 
for FY 2003. According to a 
memo from City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin, council had 
asked the staff during budget 
discussions to consider whether 
any of the unfunded items in the 
FY 2003 budget could be funded 
with a surplus from FY 2002

More than 400 people gath- 
ered at Buddy Attick Lake Park 
on Wednesday, September 11 to 
memorialize those who lost their 
lives and those who suffered and 
are still suffering as a result of 
the attacks of September 11, 
2001. This was an effort to 
show that the heroism of the 
passengers of Flight 93 over 
Pennsylvania and the fire fight- 
ers, police, clergy and strangers 
who gave their lives to help oth- 
ers would never be forgotten. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band, 
under the direction of Conductor 
Tom Cherrix, opened the program 
with several inspirational songs, 
including “America the Beautiful” 
and “God Bless America.” 

After introductions by Master 
of Ceremonies Dirk Kingsley and 
a Posting of Colors by American 
Legion Post 136, Heather Byers 
sang the national anthem. 

An invocation by Heleni 
Pedersoli of the Catholic Commu- 
nity of Greenbelt and Rabbi 
Jonathan Cohen of Mishkan To- 
rah Synagogue was followed by 
remarks by several prominent of- 
ficials. Mayor Judith Davis read 
a proclamation from the city. 
Maria Rose and her husband, 
Danny Elswick, sang several in- 
spirational songs, including “We 
Need to Be the Reunited States.” 

Wreath Laying 

Under the direction of Jackie 
Shabe-Rochefort, chaplain of 
American Legion Post 136, four 
commemorative wreaths were laid. 
The first, representing the people 
of Greenbelt, was laid by Virginia 
Beauchamp, Greenbelt’s 2002 out- 


standing citizen and News Re- 
view staff member. The second, 
representing the military, was laid 
by Chistopher Daugherty from 
the Civil Air Patrol and Mathew 
Jacobs of the Greenbelt Police 
Department. The third, repre- 
senting the fire fighters, was laid 
by Amy Quigley from _ the 
Berwyn Heights Volunteer Fire 
Department (VFD) and Tony 
Sluder from the Greenbelt VFD. 
The fourth, representing the po- 
lice departments, was laid by 
Greenbelt Patrol Officers Tom 
Moreland and Jerry Potts. The 
wreaths are on display at the 
Memorial Gardens on Centerway. 
Candle Lighting 

Earlier, as darkness fell, 
candles that had been distributed 
by the Scouts, Civil Air Patrol 
and others were lighted with 
considerable difficulty because of 
the breeze.

Do City Elections 
Need a Change? 


Greenbelters are encouraged 
to join the city Board of Elec- 
tions for a public meeting the 
evening of Monday, September 30 
to learn about fairer methods of 
electing our five city council 
members. The meeting is a pre- 
liminary step in exploring and 
studying the issue, as the coun- 
cil briefly took up the subject in 
its March 11, 2002 meeting and 
referred the matter to the Board 
of Elections for study. (The 
meeting can be viewed on city 
cable B71.) 

We’ve had 34 city council 
elections since 1937. What’s 
broke? The problem is that we 
use a plurality at-large system, 
meaning you vote for up to five 
different candidates to fill five 
seats. Minority voting blocks can 
and do get shut out instead of 
being represented in small num- 
bers in proportion to the number 
of votes they cast. This system 
has long been used in the South 
to dilute minority votes and has 
provoked quite a number of fed- 
eral Voting Rights Act (VRA) law- 
suits, resulting in court-ordered 
changes to single-member dis- 
tricts, or in Some cases, to cumu- 
lative voting (which is explained 
below). One nationally-noted case 
with court-ordered remedy oc- 
curred in Maryland, in Worcester 
County in 1994, where no Afri- 
can-American had ever been 
elected to county-wide office. 

Greenbelt has had few minori- 
ties even run for council and I’m 
not sure if any has ever been 
elected. The alternative voting 
systems under consideration also 
help women get elected, not only 
because of improved success rate 
but because more choose to run 
for office under these systems. 

Why change now? Two rea- 
sons: 

1) Changing demographics — 
Greenbelt is becoming more di- 
verse. 

2) The new electronic touch- 
screen ballots are readily pro- 
grammed for other systems and 
optical scanning technology 
makes it easy to accomplish this 
with printed ballots as well. 

Will we move to single-mem- 
ber districted seats like we have 
for county council? No. There 
are many reasons, but first and 
foremost is that the present 
council is unanimous’ in 
unwaveringly insisting that all of 
Greenbelt be kept in one intact 
unit, not divided. Also, districts 
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could only relieve our vote dilu- 
tion problem if the different con- 
stituent interests are geographi- 
cally based. 

[Proposed are] . . . two alter- 
natives to the plurality at-large 
system now used: cumulative 
voting and choice voting. 

Cumulative voting allows you 
to place more than one of your 
votes on the same candidate. You 
would still have five votes, but 
you could place up to five on a 
single candidate or distribute 
them in any combination you like, 
such as three on one candidate 
and two on another. 

Choice voting allows ranking 
of the voter’s choices — 1, 2, 3, 
etc. You can rank as many as you 
like and it’s not possible to hurt 
your top rankings with your 
lesser choices. Voting is simple, 
just rank your favorites. 

Counting requires a little more 
explanation. Your ballot only 
counts toward one seat, not all 
five. This allows a minority voting 
block to elect some share of seats. 
Additionally, your ballot transfers if 
your top choice(s) get eliminated or 
have so many votes they can win 
without your support. 

Choice voting has the most 
positive attributes for fair elec- 
tions and is my recommendation. 
Cumulative voting is the simplest, 
most straight-forward modification 
to the present at-large system 
and would be sufficient to com- 
ply with the VRA even as our 
demographics, voting patterns, 
candidate choices, and interest 
bases change in the future.

The state 
is currently trapping mosquitos in 
the area that includes Greenbelt, 
She said, but none found here 
have tested positive for the virus. 
On the other hand, some dead 
birds brought in from Greenbelt 
have tested positive. This infor- 
mation was included in a report 
to the City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin from Bill Phelan, as- 
sistant director of Public Works. 

Dorothy said that the summer 
larvicide treatments have ended, 
but she felt their very thorough 
treatment should carry through 
the fall. She said they did not 
plan to spray further.

Rocketry Contest Open to Students 


The Aerospace Industry Asso- 
ciation and the National Associa- 
tion of Rocketry are looking for 
local high school students to par- 
ticipate in the national Team 
Rocketry Challenge.

funds. Staff determined this was 
possible and McLaughlin’s memo 
included a list of items suggested 
for funding. The items were all 
one-time costs and did not incur 
operating expenses. 

White said he was not aware 
of this discussion, that he would 
not have agreed and that he did 
not approve of “retroactive bud- 
geting in Greenbelt.” He thought 
the surplus should go into funds 
for next year and mentioned sev- 
eral pressing needs for additional 
funding, such as Springhill Lake 
recreation. He made a motion 
that the list not be approved and 
Turnbull provided a second. 
Davis said this idea came from an 
action request during a council 
worksession on the budget and 
that she was its author. The mo- 
tion was defeated 2 to 3, with 
Turnbull and White voting for it. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
made a motion to approve the re- 
quest, adding that he did agree 
with White that this should not 
be a procedure used in the future 
as a funding source for leftover 
budget items. This motion 
passed 3 to 2. McLaughlin said 
that council’s “request for a dif- 


ferent approach has been heard.” 
Recycling Awards 

Council approved a recom- 
mendation from the Recycling 
and Environment Advisory Com- 
mittee to expand the America Re- 
cycles Day Recycling Awards to 
those parts of the community 
that use private recycling compa- 
nies. A contest to be held the 
week of November 11 will have 
five awards, one for each of the 
city’s four recycling collection 
routes and one from a non-city 
collection route.

saying he actually supported 
having alcohol sales at the New 
Deal Café, but he felt a motion to 
that effect would result in a split 
vote by council. He thought a 
unanimous vote to take no posi- 
tion would serve the Café’s aims 
better than a split vote to sup- 
port them in this matter. 

Davis said that during the La- 
bor Day Festival no one had ap- 
proached her asking her to sup- 
port alcohol sales at the Café, but 
at least four people had specifi- 
cally asked her to vote against it. 
Her stance on the issue, therefore, 
was dictated by public input. 
She thought the petition would 
provide the necessary community 
Support that the Liquor Control 
Board would look for in review- 
ing the application. 

Rutledge, however, wanted 
council to take a public stand in 
favor of the application, saying 
that would provide a stronger in- 
fluence on the Liquor Control 
Board. 

White agreed with Putens on 
the value of a unanimous deci- 
sion but said he thinks the New 
Deal Café adds something to 
Roosevelt Center and the liquor 
license will add something posi- 
tive to the Café. 

Turnbull, who turned in his 
resignation from Café co-op mem- 
bership when the motion reached 
the table, expressed the idea that 
a conflict of interest was inappro- 
priate, since Stevens indicated

that membership confers no op- 
portunity for financial gain. In 
his opinion, the four members of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. on the 
council would have a conflict of 
interest every time council dis- 
cusses something that ultimately 
affects their property values. 
Roberts made no comment, but 
sat shaking his head. Turnbull 
thought it would be wrong for 
council to take no position on the 
Café’s request. 

At this point, Putens withdrew 
his second of Roberts’ motion, 
saying that Turnbull had con- 
vinced him the motion was 
wrong. Putens said he wants to 
see the Café make a profit and 
stay in business, and if that re- 
quires alcohol sales, then he fa- 
vors it. He said he wants to 
help people keep Roosevelt Cen- 
ter alive. He thought it was ap- 
propriate for council to take a 
“no position” stance on commer- 
cial businesses, but a co-op is 
different and should be sup- 
ported. Davis then resubmitted 
her second to Roberts’ motion. 
When put to a vote, the motion 
failed 2 to 3, with only Davis and 
Roberts voting for it. 

Turnbull then moved that 
council express support for a li- 
quor license at the New Deal 
Café. This motion was seconded 
by Putens and carried by a 3 to 
2 vote, with Davis and Roberts 
voting against it.
